WILTON HAS VAUDEVILLE WORLD 
GUESSING IN HIS NEW PROJECT 


Still Booking With Keith-Albee 
Agents Shall Not Sell Acts 


Circnit in Spite of Rule That 
on the Outside---Purpose of 


Wilton’s New Enterprise---Incorporates for $20,000 
and Adds Jack Horn to Staff---Fireworks in 
Keith-Albee Circles Expected 


EW YORK, Feb. 


20.—Alf. T. Wilton, internationally known artistes’ 


repre- 


sentative and promoter, with the Keith-Albee Circuit for more than 20 years, 
stood the vaudeville world on its head this week when he moved out of his 


small office in the 
at 1560 Broadway, 
branches of the business. 

To this end he has incorporated in this 
State for $20,000 as Alf. T. Wilton, Inc., 
with himself as president; George P. 
Pope, secretary and treasurer, and Mrs, 
Wilton and James A. Timony (attorney) 
as other officers. The next important step 
in the formation of an organization that 
promises to be an important and success- 
ful project was engaging Jack E. Horn, 
former vice-president and general man- 
ager of National Attractions, Inc., who 
will handle the bookings of orchestras and 
artistes for night clubs, hotels, ballrooms, 
etc. 

Other members of the staff Wilton will 
have are under consideration but no deal 
other than that with Horn has been closed. 

Contrary to popular belief along Broad- 
way, Wilton has not left the Keith-Albee 
Circuit. He is still booking on its floors 
and expects to continue booking acts as 
he has done in the past. Instead of hide 
ing behind bushes in the shape of sube 
agents like other Keith-Albee artistes’ rep- 
presentatives do to book their attractions 
in motion pictures houses, night clubs and 
the like, Wilton has come forward 
courageously to do in the open what 
others are doing in the dark. 

What the consequence will be is of 
deep interest to producers, agents and 
artistes. In some circles it is rumored 
Wilton’s move will cause a showdown in 
the matter of booking restrictions by the 
Keith-Albee Circuit, and that the ultimate 
result may be permission by the big-time 
vaudeville organization to sell acts on the 
outside as long as it is not in a doubling 
engagement. 

Other vaudeville observers think Wilton 
Was approached by Publix Theaters Cor- 
poration the same as other Keith-Albee 
agents and producers have been ap- 
proached and that Wilton saw the “hand- 
writing on the wall” in connection with 
the magnitude of the presentation field 

It is reported from authentic sources 
that several of the big-time K.-A. agents 
and producers have been seen by emissaries 
of the Publix outfit with a view to ob- 
taining their material, and several are 
said to be seriously considering the offer, 
while others are biding their time to see 
what happens. 

Mr. Wilton has not given the Keith- 
Albee Circuit any official notice that he 
is renouncing his franchises, placing the 
circuit in the position where it will have 
to either exercise the much-disputed pre- 
rogative of restraining agents from book- 
ing elsewhere, or permit Wilton to con- 
tinue selling acts. 

The latter move, well-informed vaude- 
ville men think, will be taken to prevent 
a possible showdown in the matter. Other- 
wise, it is pointed out, a fight may begin 
involving all the other agents and pro- 
ducers with K.-A. franchises who dislike 
this method and have been violatine the 
circuit’s edict under cover, with a whole- 
sale walkout the result. 

Mr. Wilton is probably the best known 
agent in vaudeville He was also the 
squarest the business probably ever had, 
and during late vears when the Keith- 
Albee Circuit has not permitted its agents 
to book except on its floors, Wilton bas 
been one of the few not to violate the 
rule. Another is Frank Evans. 

During his career with Keith, Wilton 
has developed a plethora of headliner

PHILADELPHIA CENSOR 
RAPS UNFAIR CLERGY 


Philadelphia, Feb. 20.—In ai speech 
yesterday before members of the Modern 
Club, at the Ritz-Carltor=#otel, Dr. 
Frederick Poole, official theater censor 
of this city, took a severe rap at the local 
clergy who take it upon themselves to de- 
nounce the theater and certain theatrical 
attractions without knowing anything 
about what they are denouncing. 

Dr. Poole has been advising the minis- 

ters to go to see the plays for themselves 
before talking against them, but go far 
only the Baptists and the Presbyterians 
have taken him seriously. The Meth- 
odists still believe they are doing right 
when they attack a play on mere hear- 
say, the censor declares. Last week Dr. 
Poole took two Methodist ministers, Rev. 
John Watchorn and Rev. Howard E. 
Hand, to the burlesque houses in town, 
and the clergymen, upon going back- 
stage in one of the theaters, were sur- 
prised to find most of the chorus girls 
busily sewing. When one of the minis- 
ters remarked that the girls looked to him 
to be as good as any he had in his 
Sunday-schoo!l classes, Dr. Poole asked 
him if he would be willing to make that 
statement to his congregation. The minis- 
ter said he would, but it developed later 
that he ,did not—probably for fear of 
letting his parish know that he had 
visited a theater. 
A strict watch will have to be kept 
here when the Sesquicentennial opens, 
Dr. Poole says, because the burlesque 
houses are already preparing for the 
crowds coming to the city then, and the 
censor will have to be firm and vigilant 
if the city is to be protected from 
salacious drama,

Virginia Also Has Tax 
Bill Against Theaters 


Jake Wells Heading Campaign 
To Fight What Looks Like a 
“Rush” Measure Likely 
To Pass 


New York, Feb. 27.—Efforts to further 
increase the burden of theater owners in 
Virginia by the imposition of a 10 per 
cent tax for the creation of a fund for thes 
use of schools and other institutions, simi- 
lar to bills introduced this vear in Mis- 
souri and Kentucky, will receive loud pro- 
test from the exhibitors of the Southern 
State, who are lining up under,the leader- 
ship of Jake Wells to engage in a 
campaign to defeat the measure. Wells, 
one of the most active members of the 
Administrative Committee of the Motion 
Picture Theater Owners of America, has 
been designed by the natjonal organiza- 
tion and by his own State unit to head 
the campaign. 

That the Virginia bill is a “rush” mease 
ure is indicated by its own verbiage, which 
states that on and after July 1, this 
year, a 10 per cent levy on all admissions 
to motion picture and legitimate theaters 
in this State will become effective. 

Hearing of the bill, known as Senate 
Bill No. 66, and already referred to the 
Committee on Finance, Wells hurried to 
New York in order that no time would be 
lost in combating its passage, it being 
feared the bill is going thru. 

Further indication of the serious con- 
sideration which Virginia officials are giv- 
ing the bill is gleaned from‘the fact that 
an immediate penalty of $100 per day 
would be imposed upon every delinquent 
for every day following the first 15 
days when the tax is returnable. 

When the bill was brought before the 
House finance committee at Richmond 
Thursday it was referred to a sub 
committee. It is understood the bill in 
its present form is unacceptable to this 
committee.

comedy by Edmond Ro tund is stiil one 
of the greatest things ‘n tne theater. In 
the part of the swashbuckling. romantic 
Poet and soldier, Hampden at all times 
gives a truly remarkable performance, 
being just as effective and sincere when 
lead. ng a charge against the Spaniards 
as when making love to Roxane for his 
friend, Christian. Cyrano is the original 
John Alden, Christian the first Miles 
Standish. 


The story of the long-nosed Cyrano, 
who adopts an air qf bravado as a mask 
to cover his obvious proboscis, is too well 


again presen ting 


known to need retelling. The English 
version in verse by Brian Hooker, as 
used by Hamden and his players, is at 
all times beautiful to the ear, and the 
seenic splendors of Claude Bragdon are 
a constant delight to the eye. Each of 


the five scenes is wonderfully simple, yet 
all have the rugged strength necessary 
to such a play. The lighting, too. is per- 
fect, a good portion of it coming from 
balcony spots, i 

Hampden’s dominating personality, his 
resonant voice, and his uncanny ability 
to fuse’himself into the glowing role of 
Cyrano, are all the attributes necessarv 
to make the star shine above the large 
and very excellent supporting company, 
But this difference is made even more 
pronounced by the wigs which the en- 
tire cast, with the exception of Hamp- 
den, wear. Roxane is played with a 
gentle, sure touch by Marie Adels, 
an exqui ite, titian-haired = girl who 
hitherto had played bits in the Shake- 
Spearean production of Hampden She 
is carefully restrained, except for a brief 
moment on the battlefield at the death 
of Christian, and deserves a world of 
praise for this, her first big role. Charles 
Francis is a quiet, reserved Christian, 
which provides nice contrast for the 
blustering Cyrano. Francis is at his 
best in his opening scene, when he taunts 
Cyrano about his nose. 


Cecil Yapp is splendid as Ragueneau. 
the poet-cook. This part of the man with 
two “arts”, one at his finger tips, and 
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one at the point of his pen, is a bit dif- 
ficult to play. but Yapp gives a deft, 
human, sympathetic performance. Er- 
nest Rowan grumbles nicely as Cyrano’s 
friend, and is always sincere and believ- 
able in a part which might easily be 
made insincere and unbelievable In the 
first act, an inebriate bit extremely 
well done by William Sauter. A dis- 
agreeable _ role is handled nie¢ely by 
Maurice Colbourne. who swaggers and 
struts his way thru the action of the 
play as Comte de Guiche, and reforms 
in the intervening 15 years. between acts 
four and five. teynolds Evans appears 
to advantage in one scene—-a duel with 
Cyrano. Hart Jenks brings a pleasingly 
gruff personality to h's part, and so does 
Ruth Chorpenning, as the fussy old nurse 
of Roxane. Mary Law portrays the fa th- 
less wife of Ragueneau and does well 
in a limited role. ; 

Space prevents a detailed report of 
each remain’‘ng meiaber of the large 
company listed above, but each person 
is pleasingly cast and of the same eX- 
cellent caliber as the rest of the troupe. 
Even those without lines prove to be 
good listeners, which is a feat not always 
achieved on the stage. The crowds of 
people that swarm all over the first 
set occas‘onally bump into one another 
and obstruct the action of the play 
slightly, but in the second act the mobs 
are handled muth better. It is a great 
production of a great play, and the life

It is 11 long years since The. Un- 
chastened Woman was first presented on 
the New York stage, yet in its present 
revival the program labels it as “A 
Modern American Comedy.” Mere as- 
sertion of timeliness, however, does not 
hide its creaking age. Physical un- 
chastity causes little enough sensation 
today. When a play tries to be moral 
with exemplification of a home-breaking 
cat who is but mentally unchaste and 
then decorates itself with such worn-out 
problems of yesteryear as socialism, child 
labor, factory wage and dodging the 
customs there is no use in modern labels 
nor in the expectation that it will be 
joyfully received. 

Added to the use of matters which in 
this day seem unreal and dull, the play- 
wright’s artif’cial technique and con- 
struction make successful production 
seem hopeless. The absurdly scheming 
entrances and exits, the series of coin- 
cidences which make the world seem 
“such a small place after all” with the 
same servant showing up in two foreign 
households, the searching customs woman 
turning out to be the mistress of the 
searched-one’s husband, and the entire 
cast, friends, enemies and strangers, all! 
casually dropping in for a kitchen 
luncheon, belong to a school of writing 
happily forgotten. 

In The Stagers’ current digging up 
the piece is none too well staged or 
acted. Most of the parts have been mis- 
cast and the struggling is obvious. With 
this in mind Violet Kemb’e Cooper is 
stagey and unbelievable despite her 
talents, and Morgan Farley is exagger- 
atingly callow despite his. Henry Mor- 
timer is a very righteous and honest 
former “master” to the sweet, ingenuish 
‘“‘mistress” of Josephine Hutchinson, Rita 


Romilly is quite satisfactory as the 
broadminded, trusting wife of the boy 
artist, but she detracts from greater 


success by ending every phrase she utters 
on exactly the same note. Lou Rip'ey 
gives a good type performance as the 
Trish charwoman Margaret Douglass, 
as the chaste friend of the unchastened 
woman, and Arthur Hughes, as the 
radical who is overcome at the uncon- 
ventional past of his sweetheart, do their 
parts and themselves credit. The set- 
tings are adequate.

PANTAGES’ NEW FRISCO HOUSE 


OPENS WITH 


DUE CEREMONIES 


Movie Stars and Other Notables Join Alexander and Rodney Pan- 
tages in Giving Beautiful Playhouse Rousing Sendoff--- 
Will Morrissey Heads Entertainment Program 


AN FRANCISCO, Feb. 21.—With Kleig lights gleaming and cameras grinding, 
S while stage, screen and other notables stepped from limousines and taxicabs in 
endless procession, the new Pantages Theater was formally opened last night. 
It is San Francisco's latest and most beautiful playhouse, whether one views it 


from the exterior or from the interior. 

Rodney Pantages, who will manage 
the house; John J. Cluxton, manager of 
the old house and recently appointed di- 
rector of the Southwestern group of 
Pantages theaters, and Will Morrissey 
acted as greeters at the doors. , Morris- 
sey came across the continent to combine 
the duties of headliner of the opening 
program with those of host and an- 
nouncer. A group of motion picture stars 
headed by Sydney Chaplin, Patsy Ruth 
Miller, Chuck Reisner, Monte’ Blue, 
George Beban, Lou Tellegen, Margaret 
Livingston, Doris Hill, Buck Jones, a 
group of officials of the Pantages Cir- 
cuit headed by Ben F. Rosenberg and a 
host of other celebrities from Holly- 
wood's film colony also were present. The 
20 pretty usherettes were chosen from 
photos submitted in a contest 
unusually artistic uniforms. 

The house was sold out many days 
before the opening, and°the floral tributes 
which filled the lobby were many and 
beautiful. 

Before the introductions were made and 
the special performance was speeded on 
its way, inspired by the strains of music 
from the big organ, with Harry C. Le 
Bel presiding at the console, the crowd 
surged thru the edifice on a tour of in- 
spection. In the background was B. Mar- 
cus Pritica, Seattle architect, a youthful 
genius who has taken and adapted the 
lines and motifs of the Cantabrian 
Cathedral of Leon, a splendid specimen 
of Spanish architecture, to fit the needs of 
a@ modern up-to-date vaudeville house. 
The foyer is plain and at first glance 
seems almost bare, but gradually it takes 
on a different aspect as one looks areund. 
The gray walls, the 12 oaken doors have 
almost monarchistic severity, but when 
one catches sight of the vaulted ceiling 
with its purple and gold it takes on a 
warmer tone. The vast entrance hall is 
finished in a like manner, except that 
the ceiling is decorated in Spanish red 
and gold leaf, with a large Gobelin 
tapestry near the outer doors and a 
Spanish shield with the vivid coloring of 
a coat of arms. . 

In the auditorium, with its seating 
capacity of 2,400, the general cathedral 
effect, with necessary modifications, is 
further carried out; the vastness is there 
and much of the ornamental work mask- 
ing the grille of the organ gives it an 
ecclesiastic tone. A hundred and one 
niches, each housing a statue or statuette, 
as tho they were saints, in imitation stone 
work, with stone grille, but adds to the 
charm of the paneled walls, each with 
its immense Gobelin tapestry, to give 
warmth, and subdued color to its other- 
wise monarchistie simplicity. 

In the center of the arched ceiling is a 
megnificent sunburst finished in Moorish 
colors, masking a myriad of lights of 
everchanging hues, which, when in full 
illumination, have the effect of a huge 
sun which in some manner has been sub- 
dued The masonry is imitation of 
travertine and limestone, with occasional 
bits of marble and enhanced in many 
places by mosaic work, the whole giving 
an effect of an edifice costing untold 


millions. The balcony is without a sup- 
porting column, the frieze in the rear of 
the mezzanine floor being taken from an 
ancient Spanish shawl, and the gallery, 
rather narrow, is designed to cater to 
those devotees of the weed who desire 
to smoke while they are being enter- 
tained 

A spectacular exhibition of the lighting 
effects wa given under the direction 
of Castle Hayes,a lighting engineer, who 


supervised the installation of the system. 
The seats are comfortable and roomy and 
designed for anding up to accom- 
modate the belated spectator. The prosce-

Last January 7 the Board of Directors 
of the Orpheum Circuit decided to place 
the company’s common stock on a divi- 
dend basis of $2 a share annually, and 
accordingly dividends of 1462/3 cents a 
share were declared for the months of 
February, March and April.

Only five acts on the bill this week, 
each one having no trouble in scorin-z. 
The capacity holiday audience was in 
a receptive mood, true enough, but the 
plaudits accorded each act were well 
earned.

However, we 
understand that the act has been booked 
for only two weeks as it is, with addi- 
tional time a possibility. Therefore the 
“name” end of it is really what counts 
in this particular case. 

The “place” is that of a room in an 
actress’ home where the author is pacing 
the floor waiting for her to return. She 
comes in and lets it be known that the 
reason she did so poorly at the last re- 
hearsal was because of the attitude of 
ber husband, who does not wish her to 
resume her professional career. When 
she asks him about a certain point per- 
taining to the play he merely answers 
that there is no soap in the bathroom. 
After her corfplaints she and the author 
again go over that part of the play 
wherein she is to portray the emotions 
ef a woman who learns that her husband 
has been the victim of a fatal accident 
and she registers remorse for having ne- 
glected him. There are several mildly 
funny bits here and there, especially 
when the props arranged in place of the 
other actors are shifted around. In the 
midst of the scene a telegram is delivered 
and in reality it is to the effect that her 
husband has met with an accident. Then 
che really knows how it feels to lose the 
one she loves, and instead of going thru 
the scene as written by her author she 
is stunned and unable to say much of 
anything 

As she opens the door to leave for the 
hospital she is shocked to meet her hus- 
band there in the flesh. He is a big, not 
too intelligent looking fellow and hardly 
the type that would be married to a 
clever actress. He jokingly announces 
that he sent the telegram himself so that 
she could know how it feels to lose a 
husband The author is immediately 
seized with a thought and wishes to re- 
write the script, but the actress does not 
want to ever know or go thru any such 
affair again. Such action on the part of 
anybody is highly improbable; that is, 
sending such a telegram, and as it hap- 
pens the bie laugh lies in the husband's 
announcement that he did the sending. 
The two men in support of Miss Anglin 
did not have much to do, the “husband” 
being present for a few moments, during 
which time he did ndt create a very 
favorable impression, while the “author”™ 
dd fairly well, Walter Horton played 
the part of the auvhor and Paul Harvey 
the husband.

Lee stays in his head- 
balancing position for about 10 minutes 
before coming to rest for a minute, dur- 
ing which time he adjusts the xylophone 
in place, and again goes to head-balancing 
for several minutes.

Retaliatory Bill 


Is Being Prepared Against English 
Agitators---Musicians Expect 
Action Soon on Measure 


Washington, Feb. 20.—Musicians and 
leaders interested in sending bands and 
orchestras to England are awaiting the 
action this coming week of the Republi- 
can leader of the House, who has prom- 
ised to put thru a bill which provides for 
retaliatory measures on the part of the 
United States when admission is refused 
American bands by the British labor 
unions or government officials. 

Such a measure would not only affect 
the English bands that may wish to come 
into this country, but all theatrical 
talent. 

The text of the bill, which is sponsored 
by Senator Frank B. Willis (R.), of 
and Representative William N. 
Vaile (R.), of Colorado, follows: “That 
wherever it shall appear to the Secretary 
of State that the government of any 
foreign country is limiting or restricting 
the admission of American citizens seeck- 
ing to enter such country either tem- 
porarily for business or pleasure, the said 
secretary shall direct all American con- 
suls to limit or restrict the issuance of 
Passport visas to nationals of such for- 
eign country appiying under certain pro- 
visions of the Immigration Act of 1924 
for permission temporarily to enter the 
United States in the same manner, to 
the same extent and with respect to the 
same classes of persons as such restric- 
tion or limitation is imposed by such 
foreign country.” 

It is not. yet known whether the State 
or Labor department of the United States 
will handle the matter in the event the 
bill passes.

BIG AND PRACTICAL PLANS 
AIMED AT BY TENT MANAGERS 


Repertoire Producers Think They Can Cure Many Unnecessary 
Evils by Organization----Meeting To Be Called in Chicago 
March 12, With Frank Gillmore Presiding 


HICAGO, Feb. 19.—The tent show managers who will meet in Chicago March 12 


with Frank Gillmore, of the Actors’ 


Equity A@ociation, in an effort to effect 


a permanent organization have been taking an inventory and are said to have 
eoncluded that there are too many unnecessary handicaps under which they have 
been laboring and that they purpose to get rid of them thru an organization and 


understanding with each other. One 
highly reputable repertoire manager, who 
does not wish his name mentioned in ad- 
vance of the convention, said that there 
are so many foolish impediments in the 
way of tent show progress that it is 
ridiculo™s. 

“We have been raised that way,” he 
said, “and have accepted these things 
as part of our burden. We have dragged 
along and let everybody rub it in and— 
they never failed to rub it in. We have 
operated our shows along the lines of ox- 
cart days. We have not tried to make a 
business proposition out of our business 
except each man for his own little self. 
As a result we are just about where we 
were 30 years ago so far as being up to 
the times is concerned. Do the Broad- 
Way managers do business this way? 
They do not. They have a business ore 
ganization and a mutual wnderstanding 
that really functions. I will bend every 
effort to help organize the tent fellows. 
We need it worse than any branch of 
the business I know of.” 


The tent managers are said to have in 
view an organization that will encourage 
production and materially aid in restor- 
ing the show business to its proper level 
in cities other than the large metro- 
politan centers. The organization is to 
have its own constitution and by-laws 
and its own’ board of directors. As an- 
nounced in this publication in the Febru- 
ary 20 issue the managers’ organization 
will be in no way connected with the 
Actors’ Equity Association However, 
as both bodies are seeking the same ends 
—the elevating and the improving of the 
show. business—there will be a spirit of 
sympathetic co-operation between the two 
which is understood in advance. Each 
will get under the elbows of the other 
when either can be of service. In such 
cases both organizations wili deal as 
groups. 

It is understood that the two bodies 
will combine to fight unfavorable legisla- 
tion and seek to lift bans on tent shows 
existing in certain towns. The two or- 
ganizations will also seek to have 
exorbitant license fees reduced to a 
reasonable sum where such excessive de- 
mands exist. Transportation will be an- 
other subject that will have the atten- 
tion of the two bodies. Excessive 
transportation will be investigated and 
reduced if it is possible to do so. The 


Organize, or at Least 
Clean Up, Says Hawkins 


Much has been said of the “ifs” 
and “whys” of the show business in 
general. “Step cheating” covers the 
situation, according to Bud L. Haw- 
kins, of the Bud Hawkins Plavers. 
who says that those who put nethine 
in and expect much in return should 
be forced out of the field. A com- 
bined effort should be made to elim- 
inate the show that changes title each 
year, the one-night stand show that 
leases a title, bills heavily and has 
no show, and all other such organ- 
izations. Such shows, says Mr. Haw- 
kins, are costing the legitimate man- 
ager a great amount financially, not 
to forget the hostile attitude his 
show must suffer when following an 
outfit of this :caliber. 

Commercial business and show busi- 
ness are the same so far as patronage 
is concerned, for the satisfied cus- 
tomer means another sale and vice 
versa, says Mr. Hawkins. “If the 
managers do not wish to organize 
each can at least clean up his own 
yard. If you have a good show and 
give the patron what he pays for your 
friends and business are bound to 
grow on the return visits over your 
route.” 


organizations will also seek to reduce 
excessive royalties and will encourage 
good roads between cities where the 
shows play and which many of them 
make with trucks. The new organiza- 
tion and its ally will try to put an end 
to the pirating of plays and attempt to 
elfmipate rivalry in the same territory 
between managers. 

The irresponsible manager will not 
have easy sailing after the new organiza- 
tion gets on its feet. His case will have 
early and prompt attention. The steal- 
ing of each other's help is another mat- 
ter that will be promptly dealt with. 

It is understood that the Actors’ Equity 
Association will co-operate with the tent 
show managers’ organization also on 
booking and royalty contracts. As before 
stated in The Billboard Frank Gillmore 
will preside at the meeting on March 12, 
which will be called to order at 1:30 
p.m., in Corinthian Hall, on the 17th 
floor of the Capitol Building, in Chicago. 
Harry P. Munns will act with the new 
organization in a legal capacity and give 
all assistance along that line that may be 
needed. 


It is anticipated that the managers, 
after perfecting their organization, will 
open a central office in Chicago, with a 
competent man in charge who will be 
able to promptly assist any manager who 
is busy on the road. It is further said 
that a sinking fund is under considera- 
tion by the managers thru which any 
member of the organization in good 
standing may get a loan when unexpected 
reverses strike him and which will en- 
able him to hold up until he gets to the 
good stands. 

It is said that all that the Actors’ 
Equity Association will directly ask of 
the managers’ organization !s that its 
members maintain 100 per cent Equity 
companies. It is expected that the new 
organization will form a _ permanent 
arbitration board. All managers are in- 
vited to come fo Chicago on March 12 
and attend this meeting. If unavoidably 
absent they are earnestly requested— 
each ang every one of them—to send a 
proxy. This applies to all who may be 
unable to come, but especially to the 
managers of the South and Southwest. 
Finally, it is not absentees the conven- 
tion will be looking for. It expects the 
managers to come in person, say their 
say, thresh it out and come to a definite 
conclusion like any other group of busi- 
ness men. The more that come the 
better it will be.

known as popular classics and which are 
familiar to people thruout the country 
will be chosen for use in the National 
Music Memory Contest which is to be a 
feature of the campaign. Motion picture 
theater managers will have the selections 
layed at their theaters for at least a 
month in advance of Contest Week, school 
supervisors and teachers are to be asked 
to co-operate by having these selections 
played or sung so that the children may 
thus become familiar with them. Dur- 
ing National Music Week, May 2 to 8&8, 
theaters will be asked to play at least 15 
of the selections at each performance and 
ballots will be supplied to the children in 
order that they may give the names of 
the compositions, the names of the com- 
pesers and answer two or more questions 
pertaining to music. 

“In our co-operation with the Nationai 
Music Week Committee, the General 
‘Federation has chosen the motion pic-

said. “While Musie Week plans reach

The comedy material given the com- 
Pany under the stage direction of Gus 
Arnold is familiar stock bits w'th new 
twists and turns that keep the audience 
guessing as to their final outcome, and 
this was especially applicable to a pan- 
tomime  drinking-at-table-fr sking-drunk 
bit in which La Mont in respon:e to the 
ingenue's “That for your papa" shoots a 
siphon of seltzer instead of the usual! 
repartee “Wrap it up” to an uproar of 
laughter and applause from a delighted 
audience. 

In an Irish justice bit with bladders in 
plenty the soubret a la Mme. X with a 
new twist went over for a wow, likewis: 
with all the other comedy-making bits 

Jack La Mont, a short-statured, typica! 
pointed-crepe-face Hebrew comique, 
carries the burden of the entire show and 
carries it exceptionally well, for he has a 
lkable, laughable personality and an in- 
dividualistic manner in working up his 
comedy altogether different from the 
usual run of Hebrew com ques. 

Joe West in the first part of the pres- 
entation did an eccentric comique with a 
grotesque facial makeup and in the sec- 
ond part as a clean-cut comedian a la 
Irish.

Jessie McDonald has graduated from a 
clowning chorister and shimmy-shaking 
specialist into a sizzling singing and 
dancng soubret, sufficiently clean and 
clever with her pep, personality. talent 
and ability to please the puritans, and 
in a silk union suit flash of her model- 
esque form to please a painter of por- 
traits, or a sculptor, when In pose. and 
Jessie has developed real dramatic acting 
ability, which she fully evidenced in a 
court-room scene by her delivery of lines 
and dramatic act'ng. 

Blanche Burnette, a winsome little 
bobbed blonde, singing and dancing 
ingenue-soubret, was as cute in her num- 
bers as she was cunningly humorous in 
her scenes. 

Chubby Drisdale, altho programed, was 
absent, and it required an inquiry to as- 
certain that the bobbed brunet ingenue- 
soubret substituting for Chubby was one 


of the choristers, Ed's Wanty, who 
stepped into the role in numbers and 
scenes without a rehearsal. What this

Equity’s Tax Fight Almost Won 


As a result, to a very great extent, of 
Equity’s unremitting fight for remission 
of the 10-per-cent war tax on admis- 
sions, the Senate of the United States 
overruled the recommendations of the 
Senate Finance Committee and the Senate 
and House Joint Conference Committee, 
both of which had permitted the retention 
of the tax, and struck the admission tax 
from the new revenue schedule. 

For weeks before that action Equity, 
thru its officers, and co-operating with 
certain theatrical managers, had repeat- 
ediy pointed out to the members of the 
Senate Finance Committee the injustice 
and hardship imposed upon the theater 
by the continued existence of this 
anomalous tax. Several of Equity’s most 
Prominent members, including Ethel 
Barrymore, John Drew, Laurette Taylor, 
Walter Hampden, Jane Cowl and David 
Warfield, had lent the prestige of their 
mames to the campaign and had personal- 
ly telegraphed their objections to the tax 
to Senator Reed Smoot of Utah, chairman 
of the Senate Finance Comm ittee, and to 
each of its members. The tax stood, how- 
ever, when the bill was reported to the 
Joint Conference Committee of the House 
and Senate, which met under the chair- 
manship of Representative William R. 
Green (Republican) of Iowa. 

The representations of Equity were 
continued before this body with as little 
success as had met the appeal to the 
Senate Committee, and it was decided to 
carry the appeal to the floor of the 
Senate. 

But before the Equity representatives 
were able to reach Washington to make 
their appeals in person the Democrats of 
the Senate took the bit between their 
teeth. Senator W. H. King (Democrat) 
of Utah led the way by moving to re- 
peal the admissions tax and won by a 
close vote. That opened the way to a 
flood of resolutions inyo! ving other 
di:puted schedules, but Equity had won 
its point with the first shot.

Members of the Chorus Equity have 
been instructed many times not to accept 
a cut in salary without a two weeks’ 
notice of that cut. Despite this warning 
it has been disregarded by our members. 
Your contract calls for a two weeks’ no- 
tice if it is to be broken. A cut in salary 
breaks a contract. It is quite true that, 
in cases where it is proved ab olutely 
necessary to the life of the producti on 
for the entire cast to take a cut, th 
Chorus Equity has authorized an ianme- 
diate reduction. But this authorization 
has only been given after a thoro in- 
vestigation which would have been im- 
possible for any member of the chorus 
to make. And it is generally accom- 
panied by a written agreement with the 
management as to when the salaries will 
be returned to the original basis and 
also a guarantee of so many weeks’ work 
if the cut is allowed. It is because we 
wish to be in a position to make such 
arrangements that we ask our members 
to refer all such requests to their or- 
ganization. If you agree to the cut with- 
out first consulting us you tie our hands. 
Also if arrangements must be made thru 
the organization thege is less opportunity 
for an unscrupulous manager to stampede 
his company into taking an unnecessary 
loss. In that we hate made a rule, for 
the breaking of which you may be 
penalized. that such matters must be re- 
ferred to this office, there canbe no onus 
on the member refusing to take an im- 
mediate cut without the consent of Cho- 
Tus Equity You have only to say that 
it is against the rules of vour acsociation 
and that you have no right to make any 
such arrangement without permission of 
the organization.

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Brockton Fair Solves 
Concessionaire Problem 


Rigid Rules Enforced by Col. 
Pope Prevent Troubles Faced 
by Many Fairs 


Brockton, Mass., Feb. 18.—Directors of 
the Brockton Fair are seriously con- 
sidering the advisability of holding the 


fair of 1926 a complete week, with Sun- 
day, the opening day, given to a mam- 
moth charity concert, t proceeds of 
which will be given to the Community 


Chest for charitable work in Brockton. 
After the Sunday convert it is proposed 


to have the fair take the remaining six 
days of the week. In recent years the 
fair has been held five days and five 
nights. The directors will hold a meeting 
soon to decide whether to adopt the 


recommendation. Already the society has 
Claimed the week ending October 9 as 
the week of the fair he only unde- 
cided point is whether it wi! open Sunday 
with a concert or open Tuesday as be- 
fore. 

The Brockton Fair is very popular 
among the concessionaires, as they usual- 
ly make good money on the “Village 
Hippodrome”, as the midway or Avenue 
of Pleasure is called in Brockton. The 
management of Bro«xton Fair believes in 
giving plenty of clean entertainment to 
its patrons and holds the conviction that 
the part played by concessionaires, in 
legitimate games and shows. should be 
included. There is a rule at the Brockton 
Fair that nothing will be permitted on 
the grounds which will offend good taste 
or conflict with good morals. This is 
understood by the concessionaires and 
they have no chance to put anything over 
on Colonel Charlies H. Pope, superin- 
tendent of concessions, as Colonel Pope 
collects the rent in advance, plainly tells 
the concessionaires that no indecencies, 
irregularities or illegalities are tolerated 
or winked at. He has their money and 
if their shows or games are stopped for 
any of these reasons they are out of 
luck and the rent money stays in the 
treasury. So this is a rule which comes 
very near being self-enforcing. 

Not only does the management protect 
its patrons against being fleeced by un- 
scrupulous concessionaires but it makes 
the most rigid rules against the sale of 
anything to eat or drink which is unfit 
for those purposes and enforces them. 

Prizes offered aggregate $2,000 for the 
most attractive and most sanitary eating 
Places, conducted in ¢he best manner. 
These prizes and banners denoting them 
are placed on the tents after being award- 
ed, and the tremendous recommendation 
which hanging such a banner on the 
tent gives to the 300,000 people who at- 
tend Brockton Fair is something worth 
having. The banners are awarded early. 
so that the winners receive the benefit 
of the distinction during the fair, but 
the watchful inspection still goes on, and 
it is not possible to have the recommenda- 
tion of a banner and drop below the 
standard which the banner denotes, 

These features are mentioned to show 
the thoroness with which many things 
are done by the Brockton Fair manage- 
ment which is overlooked by the man- 
agement of many other fairs. The man- 
agement consists of a board of directors 
chosen annually by the shareholders. The 
board at present consists of 28 men, who 
are continually seeking for features which 
will make each recurring fair bigger and 
better and more expressive of the New 
England spirit, for the Brockton Fair is 
a New England institution. 

To return to Colonel Pope and the 
unique way in which he manages the 
“Village Hippodrome” to the satisfaction 
of concessionaires and the management of 
the fair and the public itself—a task 
by no means easy—Col. Pope says: “One 
of the first things to do to make a man 
happy is to feed him. It is one of the 
first things he turns to naturally when 
born into the world and doesn’t seem 
to get over the habit. What applies to 
aman applies almost as well to women 
and children. How other big fairs get 
along with a few insignificant dining and 
lunch concessions is for them to explain. 
So far as the Brockton Fair is concerned 
last year we had 20 dining tents, one of 
them with 139 feet frontage: 169 lunch 
tents, the largest having a frontage of 
50 feet. 

“To encourage those who serve food 
and drinks to patrons of the Brockton 
Fair to keep their places neat and sani- 
tary, and to serve nothing but food fit 
for human consumption, prizes aggregat- 
ing $2.000 are offered. A rigid inspection 
is made, and, if any concessionaire re- 
fuses to live up to the high standard de- 
manded, he is given short shift and made 
to understand that his privilege has 
terminated for that year, and that he 
needn't come back another year. 

“The tendency on the part of some 
concessionaires to use gambling devices, 
regardless of the law, makes the problem 
of handling games on a midway not easy 
of solution. It requires holding fast to 
a rigid line, and,’ by thus holding fast, 
the Brockton Fair has simplified this 
problem materially. There is no con- 
troversy with concessionaires about col- 
lecting rent for their ground or whether 
they have been conducting a straight 
game or not. They are plainly told when 
they apply for_a space that gambling is 
not permitted and law breaking is not 
winked at. They pay their money for

their concessions with the distinct under- 
standing that, if officers of the law close 
them up. no money will be paid back. It 


is entirely up to them whether they stay 
in business or not, and the Brockton 
Agricultural Society loses no money 
whether they continue or close up 

“A few years ago it was decided to 
have a ‘Village Hippedrome’ instead of 
a midway at the Brockton Fair. This was 


not on the theory that changing the name 
would in any way change the fragrance 
of a rose, but the midway. the pike or 
names of that kind seemed to be asso- 
ciated in the minds of the public with 
something undesirable. Some fairs were 


discontinuing the “agenue of pleasure” 
as some others calle it. because they 
did not seem to kndw how to keep it 


within proper bounds.§{They accepted the 
dictum of restless reformers that it 
couldn’t be done ee of sizing up 
these same restiess refqrmers and seeing 
for then at if iepties was left 
to them nothing would ever be done ex- 
cept talk 

“There is nothing allowed on the ‘Vil- 
lage Hippodrome’ which conflicts with 
decency, good morals or good taste; yet 
it is one of the big features of the 
3rockton Fair. The past two years 
there have been carnival companies con- 
cerned in furnishing a part of the at- 
tractions, and, inasmuch as these shows

are, so far as the Brockton Agricultural 
Society is concerned. under one manage- 
ment, it is well understood that if one 


of them violates the agreement to keep 
the shows clean all of them will close.”

Every family in a fair district 
should contribute at least $1 to the sup- 
of the fair thru buying tickets, it 


be subsidized by business 
ganizations such as the Chamber of Com- 

erce and finally by the county com- 
missioners or other tax levying body, the 
delegates decided. 

Selling of large concessions for “eats” 
stands and for games was advocated by 
L. S. Hickman, Greeley specialist on 
concession management. “It is better to 


sell one man 30 feet than three men 10 
each," Hickman declared, pointing out 
that supervision is much easier where 


the concessions are more or less bunched 
under the management of a few people 
who are easily accessible. 

“All concessions 
sold to insure the proper har ‘ling of the 
crowd,” said Hickman. “Short c anging 
children and giving misrepresent 
premiums is a thing which every fair- 
ninded concession manager can ill afford 
to aHow if he would keep his fair on a 
respectable basis.” 

Hickman favored the plan of charging 
more for the more advantageous positions 
in the selling of concessions. He declared 
that the flat rate basis yields less money 
for the fair boards and that it is not 
nearly so satisfactory from the stand- 
point of supervision and service to the 
public, to say nothing of the unfair com- 
petition which it brings about among the 
concession men. 

It was generally agreed that Hickman 


was right in his proposals especially 
along the line of prohibiting persons 
supposedly representing charitable in- 


selling ribbons or_ paper 
“for the benefit 


stitutions and 
flowers for large sums 
of this or that mythical organization.” 
He was lauded in his stand for local 
concessionaires as opposed to companies 
that come in from the outside. 

Cc. L. Hover of the Larimer County 
fair board gave an extended discussion 
of the history of fairs from the ancient 


times to the present. Robert Vance, 
Washington County fair board member 
of Akron, declared in brief that the 


fairs should be advertised fairly and ex- 
tensively without any attempt on the part 
of the management to exaggerate the 
program or exhibits. 

Dan C. Straight, president of the 
Colorado Association of County Commis- 
sioners, was prominent thruout the meet- 
ing helping crystallize opinions and aid- 
ing in getting them recorded on the 
books of the secretary. 

A complimentary dinner was tendered 
the delegates by the Greeley Chamber of 
Several Greeley speakers, in- 
cluding J. M. B Petrikin, prominent 
banker, and W. R. Kelly, a leading at- 
torney, made appeals to the association 
to agitate for support of fairs from all 
parts of the population in the districts 
tributary to them. The local speakers 
also emphasized the value of the Weld 
County Fair to the Greeley community.
